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Howth Wild Flowers. : 


Howth and Sutton seem to be com- 

ting for wild flowers at present, and it 
is likely that Sutton, in the neighbour- 
hood of Stella Maris, will win. There 
bluebells are growing in “ACK: and @ 
lovely blue garden flower has seeded itself 
from one of the neighbouring houses and 
grows in clumps in the deep grass. Over 
the hedges the gorse is thrown like a 
golden mantle, and watchful eyes will dis- 
ccver violets of a deep blue scattered 
beneath. Violets are shared by both 
Howth and Sutton, but Howth excels in 
small wild flowers. All along the cliffs 
bluebells with starry flowers, not more 
than an inch high, are growing ; sea pinks 
are beginning, and many small red and 
blue flowers are scattered among the 
heather. On the edge of the cliff over- 
hanging the sea there is still a large 
yellow patch of primroses. Cowslips, 
however, do not seem to have found a home 
along the sea either in Howth or Sutton. 


The Morning Chorus. 


I had been dancing the other night

and was walking homeward through 
strangely still streets, when, as 1 passed 
Queen’s University, the first notes of a 
blackbird’s song shattered the silence. 
For a time he sang alone, with the variety 
of song and range of notes that only 
he can command. Presently a thrush chal- 
lenged his monopoly, and the duet con- 
tinued for a time; but soon the 
chorus grew in volume, and the earth 
gave itself up to a moment of melody, till 
it seemed that every leaf on every tree 
had burst into singing.

HE grounding of the famous 

a Berengaria, off Calshot last week, 
when turning to enter Southampton 
Water, shows that the mariner must be fully 
acquainted. with the depth of water under- 
neath the keel of his vessel. Possibly, no 
aid to navigation has made greater progress 
than that of the sounding apparatus. The 
most modern type of machine known to-day 
is the. Echo Sounder, whereby a small 
explosion takes place underneath the ship, 
and the sound is echoed back from 
the . sea-bed. The ‘time. sound _ takes 
to travel through the water being known, 
it ia but a qiiestion of halving the 
‘riod bétween the report and the echo. 
his calculation is done by the machine, and 
the mere pressing of a button automatically 
registers the depth on a dial. 
What a difference from the laborious 
method: employed “by the. sailing ship of 
twenty. years ago! One can picture her 
lurching across the Atlantic swell in fog 
towards Queenstown, not having  sighte 
land, perhaps, for ninety days. Her 
rigging, and huge yards drip with mois- 
ture. as they swing, ghosthke, . overhead 
in the driving. mist. ia master, anxious 
as to. his position, decides to take 
a seriys of soundings which, should they 
coincide. with the depths of water marked 
upon his chart, will enable him to continue 

upon his course with renewed confidence. 


WATCH THERE, WATCH! 

The order, ‘‘Prepare to take a cast,’ 
having been passed, the end of the lead line 
is taken’ from ‘the stern to the bow, -utside 
the rigging, and there secured to the twenty- 
eight: pound lead. When all is ready, the way 
is taken cff the ship by swinging the main- 
yard aback; and the men stand along tha 
bulwarks,, about thirty feet apart, every one 
with a coil of the lead line in his hands. 
The cry, “ Watch, there, watch!” floats 
through the air, and there is a splash as (he 
lead is heaved overboard. Every man echoes 
the warning cry as the coils of line run out 
tinough his hands without the lead touching 
the ‘bottom, until finally, it may be running 
from the reel to a depth, perhaps, of over a 
Pundred fathoms. Tittle those men guessed 
that, twenty years hence, soundings could be 
taken by simply pressing a button. 

The yacht Norseman (300 tons), attached 
to the ‘Roval Highland Yacht Club, paid a 
visit. to Kingstown. last Thursday, and re- 
mained there for several days, sheltering from 
the strong southerly winds which prevailed 
during the week. She is owned by Sir 
Charles Gordon, who, accompanied by Lady 
Gordon, is taking a cruise in her from Oban 
to the south ‘coast of England. She is 
under the command of Captain MacCrae. Al- 
though fitted with a semi-Diesel engine, cap- 
able of driving her along at ten knots, she is 
brigantine-rigged and carries a large sail 
area. The brigantine may be recog- 
nised by the fact that she has two

main staysails. 


SLIGO VISITS HER BIRTHPLACE. 

The twin screw steamer, Sligo (549 tons 
register), built by the Dublin Dockyard 
Company for the Sligo Steam Navigation 
Company last year, made her appearance in 
the Liffey the other day to undergo her 
annual overhaul. © This little vessel, specially 
designed for the cattle trade on our stormy 
western seaboard, has fully justified the 
confidence placed in her by her builders, and 
has given eminent satisfaction to her owners. 
She has’ accommodation for 300 head of 
cattle and 500 sheep, and her captain reports 
that she seldom made any passages without 
carrying a good cargo. It is gratifying to 
note that she has been sent by her owners to 
her birthplace to undergo the refit. 

The: average tonnage of the arrivals of 
foreign-going ships would have been poor this 
week but for the arrivals of the two American 
steamers, Coelleda (3,048 tons register), of 
Philadelphia, and the West Celeron, 
registered at Portland Oregon. ‘The 
West Celeron is the larger of the two, 
having a registered tonnage of 3,554 tons. 
The Coelleda is under the command of Captain 
Hickey, and came from Baltimore and New 
York with general cargo, while the West 
Celeron, with Captain White in charge, 
brought a similar consignment from New 
Orleans.”- Both vessels, as is customary with 
the American ships, came via Glasgow and 
Belfast. 

The Liffey: appears to have adopted the two 
Glasgow ships, Zena and Varna, both of 
which paid us their usual visit during the 
week, from Gothenburg. The Varna, how- 
ever, seemed unable to.:esist the call of the 
Clyde, as she left on the day of her arrival 
with part cargo, for Glasgow. With the 
arrival of the spring months, deck. cargoes 
of. timber may be carried once more, and 
last Wednesday the Tres, of Tonsberg (459 
tons register), commanded by Captain Peder- 
son, arrived with this cargo.

market. 
SOIL REQUIREMENTS. 


In Chapter IX., without specifically stating 
any particular make of fertiliser or type ol 
plant food, Sir Frederick conducts us through- 
out the rotation, explaining how much any 
particular crop removes from the soil 1 
terms of ‘nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. At the end of the book he gives us 
a fertiliser» balance sheet showing that, over 
a normal rotation of four years, SOllb. of 
nitrogen, 219lb. of phosphoric acid and 534)b, 
of potash are removed from the soil. From 
these figures he deduces that an annual ex- 
penditure cf £1 7s. 7d. per statute acre 
would maintain any given farm in the highest 
possible state of fertility, and at the same 
time show exceedingly handsome profits, 
amounting sometimes to as much as 70 per 
cent. on the actual fertiliser outlay. 

A definite scheme of this kind has been 
wanted for many a day, and this book would 
be of value if it contained nothing else. 
But this is enly one chapter of many, and 
in a grazing country such as ours there is 
much additional food for thought in the 
sections devoted to grassland farming and 
grassland... improvement Sir Frederick’s 
theory of a definite four-course grassiand rota- 
tion m a-single field undoubtedly will attract 
widespread attention. Those who in the past 
have scofied at the idea that grazing control 
and the use of fertilisers will change the 
whole face of the sward from year to year 
will read Sir Frederick’s account of how it 
actually has been done with very great 
interest. Indeed, this section of the book is 
likely to create more discussion than any 
other, bringing out, as it does, the value of 
modern scientific research to the farmer ol 
to-day. 


VALUE OF IRISH SMALL 
HOLDINGS. 


Sir Frederick is particularly interesting, 
from our point of view, when he deals wit 
Irish’ small holdings, which, as he says, 
‘‘ offer exceptionally good opportunities for 
ascertaining the financial results which follow 
from the intensive management of grassland, 
since the milk is sold to the creamery daily 
throughout. the season, and it is, therefore, 
often possibla to obtain authoritative in- 
formation of the amount of milk from any 
given holding and the size of the weekly 
cheque received, and to compare yields and 
returns with those produced from the same 
holding in the previous year.” He gives a 
detailed statement showing the results 
obtained on fifteen farms in Ireland before 
and after modern intensive methods had been 
adopted hy the’ holders. Where 284 acres 
were required to carry a given number. of 
cows under the old methods, 196 were found 
to be sufficient.. Over 5,000 gallons of milk 
were produced, as against just over 5,000, 
and the net profit fom a the new methods of 
£5 °14s. 5d. per acre compares with that of 
£5 3s. 10d, obtained from the ordinary farm- 
ing methods of the country. 

The author waxes poetical on the improve- 
ments .which could be brought about in 
Ireland by. the adoption of modern farm 
methods, and he closes’ his section on Irish 
smallholdings by pointing ont that, were the 
same. methods employed with equal success 
throughout Ireland, ‘‘the result would be as 
though, by some magical.enchantment, the 
grazing area widens and widens until it 
becomes double, and time, for ever in- 
dissolubly linked with it, narrows as space 
widens, until ‘the future shines on the 
horizon of the present, glowing in the mellow 
light of prosperity. and contentment.”’

MONEY FOR THE STATE 
FROM A GAMBLE.

Ts main object of the Hospitals’ 
' Sweepstakes was to give charitable 
help to our hospitals, and to hospitals 
only. The money. was never subscribed to 
support any Government of any shade of 
opinion, and to do so is dishonest and 
taking money under false pretences,’’ said 
Dr. Scribener (Monkstown Hospital) at a 
per meeting held last night in Dun 

aoghaire to protest against the unjust 
taxation of charitable hospitals. 

Mr. William Field presided. 

_ Dr. Seribener, proposing that the meet- 
ing records its protest ‘against the taxa- 
tion of hospitals as proposed in the pre- 
sent Budget, said that when this scheme 
to help their hospitals was first brought 
in it was never intended that the proceeds, 
or part of them, should go towards any 
other purpose than the charitable purpose 
of supporting the hospitals. (Hear, hear.) 

If this tax were to be placed on what 
the hospitals would get out of the sweep- 
stakes it would be a serious blow to the 
efficiency of these institutions. 

Mr. Smyth, in seconding, said that the 
action of the Minister for Finance in tax- 
ing the hospitals’ share of the sweepstakes 
was unmoral, unChristian and reactionary. 
(Applause.) It was hitting at a Christian 
institution, restricting its progress and 
efficiency, and preventing the hospitals 
from giving employment in reconstruction 
and extension work. 


THE BUDGET SPEECH, 


Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner, South 
County Dublin, supporting, said that a 
week ago he was one of a deputation that 
waited on the Minister with regard to 
this question. What took place he did 
not intend to mention, but he took ex- 
ception to the statement made by the 
Minister in his Budget speech with re- 
gard to the proposal to tax the sweep- 
stakes. 

That statement—‘‘I have had many 
proposals in this regard. They were all 
reyected in tavour of one which was sub- 


mitted by the Emergency Committee of

“It is rather painful tor me,” con- 
tinued Dr. Brennan, ‘‘ who have been as- 
sociated with the Minister, to criticise an 
action of this kind, and it is galling for 
me to know that he must base his taxa- 
tion for any interest in the country on 
the results of something that is a gamble. 
(Applause.) It is rather difficult to con- 
vince a Sinn Feiner, or one who believes 
in the principles of Sinn Fein, that it is 
right that his taxation is based: on some- 
thing on which reliance cannot be placed, 
and I am convinced that taxation on a 
gamble’ cannot be deemed to be. national 
revenué.” (Applause. | 

The action of the Minister íor Finance 
had, Dr. Brennan concluded, resulted in 
one thing—it had deprived the sick poor 
of something that they would otherwise 
have got, and had prevented surgeons, 
physicians and hospital staffs from em- 
barking on work which wuld have been 
used for their benefit. (Applause.) The 
hospitals represented on that platform 
—Monkstown and St. Michael’s—would 
be deprived of almost £50,000 (cries of 
‘Shame ’’), which would have done a 
lot, not only íor the hospitals, but in 
preventive medicine. He thought that the 
Minister for Finance, when he deprived 
people of that, or shouldered the re- 
sponsibility for it, must answer some 
day for it.

WIRELESS PUT OUT 
OF ACTION. 


PASSENGERS PERISH IN 
THEIR SLEEP. 


From ' Tug Times’’ Corresronvent, 
ROME, Tuesday. 


CCORDING to a brief message received 
A to-night in Rome from Mogadiscio 
(Itahan Somaliland) the number of 
of lives lost through the mishap to 
the French motor-vessel Georges Philppar, 
which was abandoned at the entrance to the 
Gulf of Aden yesterday, is 110. 
The Georges Philippar is said to be still 
burning and adrift. 


FAMILIES SEPARATED. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
ADEN, Tuesday. 


Heartrending stories. of the confusion and | 


panic on board the burning liner were told 
by survivors who reached Aden this afternoon, 

usbands, wives and children. became 
separated, and are now in the greatest 
anxiety, not knowing whether their loved 
ones are alive, 

The fire broke out at two o clock yesterday 
morning, in an empty first-class cabin amid- 
ships on the upper deck. It is suggested that 
there was an electrical short circuit (though 
foul play is not altogether ruled out), and the 
flames had got a firm hold before the out- 
break was discovered. 

Chemical extinguishers and hoses proved 
altogether inadequate. The paint and polished 
wood and ornaments of the superstructure 
burned greedily, and it is to be feared that 
the occupants of several neighbouring cabins 
perished before they could be roused. 

So rapidly did the flames spread that the 
wireless room on the upper deck was actually 
out of action before any 8.0.8. messages could 
be sent out. Those picked up were sent out 
by the two British and the Russian steamers 
which happily were in the neighbourhood 
and saw the blazing liner. 


CONFUSION AND PANIC. 


The. confusion and panic on the burning 
vessel were indescribable as the passengers 
were roused and told to make their way for- 
ward, The captain kept the doomed. vessel's 
head to the wind, and smoke, sparks, and 
flames invaded the after-part of the vessel. 
Unfortunately, a number of lifeboats were 
early destroyed, and it was impossible for the 
passengers to make their way to the positions 
allotted to them in boat drill, adding greatly 
to the confusion. 

There does not appear to have been any 
lack of rafts and lifebelts, however. ; 

The Sovietskaia Neft was earliest on the 
scene, Her explosive cargo made it imperative 
for her to keep a safe distance, but 410 
passengers and seamen were ferried across on 
rafts or Ia up out of the water, in which 
they had flung themselves. Mercifully, the 
weather was calm, but these waters are ‘shark- 
infested. 

The British steamér Contractor sighted the 
flames while she was 35 miles off. When she 
arrived three hours later she found a number 
of survivors still perilously grouped on the 
forequarter of the Philippar, and was able to 
save 129, one of whom died subsequently of 
her injuries, The ship reached Aden this 
afternoon, 


ORPHANED CHILDREN, 


Three hours later the Mahsud arrived with 


125 survivors, including 15 children, 39 pas- 
sengers and 51 Chinese members of the crew. 
There were scenes of poignant angnish op the 
ler as survivors landing from the Mahsud 
ound the relatives they had thought lost had 
reached safety and port before them. A 
mother who was thus happily re-united to her 
two daughters was almost delirious with joy. 

The survivors on the Sovietskaia Neft were 
transferred at sea to the French liner André 
Lebon, which was despatched to meet it. 
These are being taken to the French Somali 
land port of Djibouti, and are due there 
to-morrow, The tanker could not provide 
food or proper accommodation for anything 
like the numbers upon it, many of whom 
were rescued in their night clothes; but the 
fact that she is making for Djibouti is pro- 
longing the suSpense of the unfortunate 
refugees here. 


SUPPRESSED FIGURES. 


Among the rescued here are a child of two- 
and-a-half years, whose parents have not been 
traced, and a baby-in-arms, also quite alone. 

There is much comment that no figures, 
either of the exact number of passengers or 
crew, have been made public. According to 
survivors at least 100 first-class passengers 
were trapped in their staterooms and burned 
to death 

Certainly if the ship was carrying a full 
complement she would have over a thousand 
persons on board, and so far only 674 have 
been accounted for. 

A cablegram has been received at Bam- 
ferd, near Sheffield, from Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Burns Muir Muirhead, of Hankow, 
who wore passengers, that both are saved. 
It was sent from the Russian tanker.

The efficient work of British ‘“Tommies’’ 
clad in shorts, who moved about quietly 
and without fuss through the city, con- 
tributed to restoring confidence and easing 
the situation, but not before twenty-four 
more’ people had been killed and two 
hundred injured, bringing the total 
casualty list to 88 killed and 850 injured.

Later in the evening the Bhendy 
Bazaar was the scene of persistent looting 
and burning of shops by a defiant Moslem 
mob, and auxiliaries were compelled to 
open fire. 

The restoration of quiet to-night is all 
the more reassuring in that thirty .mills 
were closed during the day owing to an 
extension of rioting to the mill area. The 
result was to place 40,000 workers at the 
mercy of the agitator and fanatic. 

Sir Frederick Sykes, the Governor of 
the Presidency, who returned to Bombay 
by air to take charge, drove through the 
disturbed areas of the city during the 
afternoon, 


CALCUTTA OUTBREAK, 

The communal troubles have spread to 
Calcutta. A British police officer, Mr. 
Hartley, Deputy Commissioner of Police, 
and other officers and constables -were 
injured when disturbances between ‘the 
Hindus and Moslems broke out there this 
morning. 

The trouble began when stones were 
hurled at Moslems who were taking part 
in a procession, whereupon the house 
from which the missles were thrown was at 
once attacked by the Moslems. The police 
had to intervene and fire on the crowd, 
and, in addition to the injured police, 
there were about twenty civilian casualties, 
though apparently they were not due to 
the police fire.

Shelbourne 
Park was precisely the same. 

The intreduction of» greyhound racing 
meant the establishment of a new industry, 
and opened. new ' fields “of employment 
throughout the country. It also led: to the 
development of an important export trade, 
and benefited the smaller farmers and the 
greyhound owners in the more remote parts 
of the country. Since the introduction of 
greyhound racing there had been an 
enormous demand for Irish greyhounds. Big 
buyers across the Channel were always 
anxious to know what a dog was capable 
of doing, and when an animal put up a 
creditable performance at Shelbourne Park 
little difficulty was met in disposing ef it. 
In one instance a sum of six hundred guineas 
was paid for a dog after its trial. 

When the company was started the direc- 
tors arranged with the Irish Coursing Club 
to take over the club. A sum of £200 was 
expended in revising the ruies ot the Irish 
Coursing Club and preparing new rules for 
the .

All the weekly and monthly journals and 
one daily newspaper landed were dutiable, 
and these were segregated from the un- 
dutiable newspapers, and the number of 
copies in every bundle was noted by the repre- 
sentative of the newsagents; legally, I 
presume, every package should have been 
checked by thé Customs officer. News posters 
are also dutiable, but these fall under a 
separate tariff, and require to be given a 
value which im a number of ‘cases was less 
than the duty payable.

Having performed the neces- 
sarily. arithmetical feats, the Customs. officer 
announced the duty payable, and when the 
declarations had been solemnly stamped with 
a: sixpeiny Customs and Excise stamp, 
| obtainable at all Head; Post Offices,’ cheques 
were paid and receipts made out in duplicate. 
This was one hour and thirty-five minutes 
after the beat had docked, 


NOT APPROVED. 


It was then that I discovered that Dun 
Laoghaire was not an approved port for the 
importation of dutiable goods in bulk, and, 
to conform to the letter of the law, it would 
be necessary for the dutiable papérs to he 
sent direct te North Wall, Dublin, by beat 
from Holyhead. As the cargo boat on this 
route does not reach Dublin until 8 a.m., 
it would mean that the dutiable papers would 
not appéar on the breakfast tables of the 
citizens of Dublin, and would miss the rail 
connections. for the country towns.
